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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed on 06/01/2007 have been considered but are moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

((e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1, 4-5, 10-13, 26, 32-33, 36-37, 48-49, 52-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Ko (US 2006/0203684). 

Regarding claim 1, Ko discloses a method for managing an optical recording medium having at least 
one defective area in a user data area, said method comprising: 

recording a temporary defect fist in a temporary defect management area, wherein the temporary defect list 
is recorded as defect management information for managing the at least one defective area (see Figs. 3-5); and 

recording at least one temporary defect list pointer as position information indicating a start position of a 
respective recording unit in the recorded temporary defect list in the temporary defect management area (see Figs. 7 
-11). 

Regarding claims 4-5, see Figs. 4, 5 and [0067], discloses the method according to claim 
1, wherein each recording unit of the temporary defect list is from one cluster to eight clusters. 
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Regarding claim 10, see Figs. 9-1 1 and [0067]-[0095], discloses the method according to 
claim 4, wherein the temporary defect list has a recording size of at least one cluster, and the 
temporary defect list further includes information that indicates the number of clusters currently 
used. 

Regarding claims 1 1, 52-54, Ko discloses the method according to claim 1, wherein the 
temporary defect list includes a header for identifying the corresponding temporary defect list or 
a single header is provided for each recording unit of the temporary defect list (see Figs. 8-11). 

Regarding claim 12, see Figs. 8-11, discloses the method according to claim 11, wherein 
a single header is provided irrespective of the size of the temporary defect list. 

Regarding claim 13, discloses the method according to claim 1, wherein the temporary 
defect list is cumulatively with a previous temporary defect list in the temporary defect 
management area (see Figs. 9-11). 

Regarding claims 26, 48, and 58 see rejection above of claim 1 (noted that claim 58 
comprising at least two temporaty defective list pointers as position information indicating 
respectively positions of at least two recording units in the temporary defect list in the temporary 
management area, see Figs. 8-11). 

Regarding claims 32-33, see rejection above of claim 4-5, respectively. 

Regarding claims 36-37, see rejection above of claims 11-12, respectively. 

Regarding claim 49 see rejection above of claim 13. 

Regarding claims 55-57, see Figs. 3-5 and 8-11, discloses the method according to claim 1, 

wherein the number of temporary defect list pointers for the temporary defect list is equal to the number of recording 
units in the same temporary defect list.
